Mayfield, Ky., July 27.- Allen 
Mathis, the negro who criminally 
assaulted Miss Ethel McLane Wed- 
nesday night, was spirited away from 
here about 4 o'clock this afternoon, 
while a large crowd was surround- 
ing the jail, and taken, it is pre- 
sumed, to Paducah for safe keeping. 
All arrangements had been made for 
a lynching tonight. 

Miss McLane came to the jail and 
identified the negro prisoner as her 
assailant. Those in charge of the 
negro when he was carried away 
in a surrey were County Attorney 
Joe Weeks and Deputy Sheriffs Boyd 
Sullivan, John Galloway and Oscar 
Elmore. Public sentiment is very 
bitter and last night a party left in 
pursuit of the officers in the hope of 
getting their hands on Mathis. 

Excitement is at a higher pitch 
than probably wa.s ever known. The 
people from the country have been 
here in throngs from all parts of the 
county. When arrested this after- 
noon the negro confe.ssed his guilt 
I and this became known to the people 
I of the city. Miss McLane was as- 
saulted last night about dark about 
one-half mile southwest of the city 
on the railroad. She is an operator 
in the Cumberland telephone ofiice, 
and was enroute home. The negro 
slipped up behind her near an em- 
bankment and demanded her money. 
Her pocketbook, which she carried, 
was searched by the negro and r.i 
money found. He then threw hi> 
hands over her mouth, commanding 
that if she said a word he would kill 
her. A large knife was carried by 
the negro, and he rt- poatedly told her 
that if she gave the alarm her throat 
would be cut. The negro dragged 
the girl down the embankment, and 
she struggled for fifteen minutes to 
get free from him. He left her in 
an exhausted condition, almost un- 
conscious, and fled.

SAILING THE 
OCEAN BLUE 

Christian County Girl Writes 
of Her Impretsion of 
the Sea. 



NOT WHAT EXPECTED. 

Newsy Letter From Miss Sue 
Rives, of Casky, Off the 
Coast of Ireland. 



Miss ^^ue Rives, of this county, 
daughter Mr. R, F. Rives, is tour- 
ing Europe with a party headed by 
Prof. H. K. Taylor. We are per- 
mitted to publish the following letter 
written off the coast of Ireland: 
S. S. Kensington, i 
July 9, 1906. i 
My Dear Home Folks: -This will 
be a very different letter from the 
one I expected I'would have to write 
aited till the end of 
le sure about it, but 
this is Monday and we land tomor- 
row, and not one minute of the time 
have I felt any evil effects from the 
tx-ip, for I have been perfectly well 
all the time. They promise us a sight 
of the verdant green of St. Patrick's 
Isle this evening about seven. I sus- 
pect a mighty shout will go up from 
the passengers, but as far as I am 
personally concerned I am sorry 
that we are to land. 1 am an.\ious 
to hear from home and I realize that 
we have such a short time for travel. 
If it were not for that I would be 
very sorry that the voyage is over. 
The weather for the most part has 
been fine. Two days of dense fog, 
in which we were privileged to hear 
the famous fog horn blow, we wished 
for a ces.sation of it before we got 
it. Otherwise the weather has been 
fine; sunshine most all the time, al- 
moel no rain or wind and the most 
brading air to breathe— we can't 
helpbutenjpy it. T&e sailora say this 
is thp best trip of the year, and I 
can well believe it since we've had 
nothing: to mar the pleasure or prog- 
ress of the trip. My expectations 
had a great fall when 1 came to the 
ocean proper. Only a few of the 
noted "white caps'" have been seen, 
and I find very little difference be 
tween the ocean's waves and the rip- 
ples of the river. It has been per- 
fectly calm and quiet and not a bit 
like the ocean I had always pictured 
in my mind. We have seen schools 
of mackerel off the coast of New 
Foundland; and of porpoise -some 
thought them flying fish, as they 
would leap continually out of the 
water, l)ut the sailors called them 
porpoise. were lieaiitifu! 

the water u lo;,- strip rS dark 
and light tureen. .Some few sharks 
have been seen, but no wliale has ap 
peared. .Another thing we have seei 
a good deal of is the seaweed. 1 
looks very siniilar I o :i c aii. minui 
its legs. There is .^o nmcli <•< it that 
the water at timesis a dark hrowii. 

A little bit about the ship itself. 
We have been carried from the 
"bridge," where the captain stays, 
to the very bottom of the vessel. It 
takes twenty boilers to give the 
power to the eight engines which 
in us. These engines are CMinected 
ith fans on the outside of the ship 
by what is called a shaft. There are 
two of them, one on each side of the 
;hip, great revolving pipes they look 
like, running from the engines 
which are in the center to the back 
d of the ve.ssel. These four, wind- 
mill wheels in appearance, are what 
push us through the water. They 
have their own electric light plant, 
printing prew, and ice factory, bat 
do not filter the water, as that is 
brought from Wales— nearly always 
enough for the return trip. Then 
are three decks to the vessel; the 
lower deck for steei-age pa-ssengers, 
which runs the length of the ship, 
our deck where the first-class pas- 
sengera stay, ami the deck above us 
for the oflicers. Then, besides, 
there is the bridge, as it is called, 
the steering of the ship is

most interesting UisbnmiinC I found 
' up there is what ia called the sextant, 
an apparatu.<« for measuring the 
angle of the sun. So you nee they 
keep up to time every minute, for 
we lose a half an hour out of every 
twenty-four, and they do not yet 
make clocks that drops off half 
hours in a .second. They alst) use 
this knowledge of the sun's distance, 
or rather the rate of travel to keep 
the compass exactly right, for the 
steel around it attracts, of course, 
and sometimes puts it off a little. 

We have lived on French dishes 
already till I'm afraid we would not 
recognize any of our good Southern 
dishes. My! it make^ me hungry 
when 1 think of good hot biscuit and 
country ham. At first we found it 
(liflicult to steal or buy drinking 
water. Now the stewards have 
grown accustomed to our eternal 
cry of "water, please!" So they 
bring it to us finally, but they show 
very clearly that we are curiosities. 
Strange people, we are, who drink 
water all the time, if they don't 
serve water of course there's no 
need for crushed ice, and we were 
very much amused in Montreal when 
we called for it to put in our phos- 
phate one day at the soda fountahi. 
The boy brought us great lumps of 
ice, the size we use at dinner. 'Think- 
ing he didn't understand we told 
him again we wanted crushed ice. 
He, with a puzzled and downcast 
countenance, explained they had no 
other kind of ice in Montreal. I 
doubt whether he sees through it 
yet or not. Will write again later if 
possible^
